In it- latest bi-annual survey of 
radio m arket news broadcasts* is­ 
sued last month, the United States 
Department of Agriculture relat­ 
ed that 1461 radio stations reported 
Carrying m arket news, mostly on 
a daily basis 
I his is a sizable 
increase over the 1954 survey when 
1311 radio stations were listed as 
carrying m arket news.

A storm comes blustering out 
of the north, clutching a city in 
r frosty grip. 
As thermometers

city warm.

Skilled Crystal hazers 
To assure supply for the coldest 
day, and the coldest winter, gas 
utility executives must be skilled 
crystal-gazers. 
They must be able 
to prophesy community and popu­ 
lation growth. 
They must fore­ 
cast the number and kind of ap­ 
pliances which will be in use far 
in the future. 
Perhaps most im­ 
portant,

wizards who can predict tem pera­

In 1816 Marshall, who had 
for some tim e been perform ing 
bank services, joined with others 
and obtained a charter from the 
Illinois T erritorial legislature and 
set up a bank in a lower room of 
his residence. Their “ vault” that 
now rests in the museum of the 
Chicago Historical Society was a 
heavy wooden chest thickly stud­ 
ded with iron spikes. 
It was to 
this bank that legend says a group 
of men came in 1830 on an un­ 
successful mission to borrow $10,- 
000- to be used in the development 
of Chicago, only to be told that 
Chicago was too fa r from Shaw­ 
neetown to ever amount to much. 
It was also at this Marshall resi- 
! donee that a group of women met 
to form

first Presbyterian 
church in the town A small bronze 
m arker beside the upper doorway 
i marks the building.
